ber was 222,419, or more than 
twice that of last month.

QUALITY AT LOW COST 
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New Models at the Show 


F COURSE nothing adds quite so much to the interest | 

of an automobile show as a new model of some well | 
known make of car. In the main, the companies have} 
already made their announcements of new lines during the} 
summer and fall and really new chassis at the shows are 
the exception rather than the rule. This year there are likely | 
to be a number of completely new models disclosed at the | 
forthcoming national exhibition in New York. 

This unusual number of newcomers is chiefly due to the | 
Ford model A announcement in the early part of December. 
A number of companies in more or less competition with 
Ford have had new models ready and will hold: them for 
public display until the show opens. One of the lines to 
which the motoring world is looking forward most eagerly 
is the new Chevrolet offering. In one sense of the word 
this will be the answer to the Ford model A. Naturally, the 
public is waiting with keen interest for the first view of 
this new car, rumors concerning which have filtered out, 
but are generally known to be somewhat wide of the truth. 

Other manufacturers of cars in the lower price 
ranges have been saving up pleasant surprises until 
the show. But activity in this line is not confined 
entirely to the lower price ranges. There is at least 
one eight cylinder mogel of real interest, the Stude- 
baker, and there is a possibility that other eights will 
make unexpected bows at the New York show. 

Taken all in all, interest in the New York unveiling this 
year will be even keener than usual and the general public 
will have to solace itself for the next two weeks with the 
thought that “it won’t be long now.” 


Detroit Employment 
ERRY CHRISTMAS” is more than a bromidic salu- 
tation-in Detroit this year. For several weeks now 
the employment curve has been rising. All the factories are 
open and working full time. The brief period of closing for 
inventory is over. In the Ford plants the employment total 
has risen to nearly 80,000 men, with a possible 90,000 in 
sight when production gets into its full stride. 

Nothing smothers discontent as quickly as em- 
ployment. The man who is working full time at satis- 
factcry wages has little time for grouching. Further- 
nrore, automotive labor can look ahead for a number 
of months in continuous and profitable employment. 
“Merry Christmas” is a fact and not a slogan this year. 


Twenty-five Years Ago 


N 1902 the motor car was still very much under suspicion. 
The ability of the motor vehicle to keep going under its 
own power was scarcely conceded by the general public. In 
fact, it was a matter of jocular comment in the press and on 
the stage. 

To prove that the motor car was capable of con- 
tinuous operation and considerable speed a firm of 
car dealers in London staged a spectacular event, a 
balloon hunt with motor cars playing the part of the 
hounds in running down the quarry.

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‘Rubber Price Advance © 
Is Predicted by O'Neil 


KRON, O., Dec. 21—“The price 
of rubber has been going up 
for some time, and indications are 
are that it will continue to do so,” 
comments William O'Neil, presi- 
dent of General Tire and Rubber 

Company. 

“A short time ago it was in the 
low 30’s a pound. More recently it 
passed the 40-cent mark, and signs 
are that the stiffening of the market 
will go on indefinitely. 

“It is difficult to predict accurate- 
ly .where the price of rubber may 
land, if the present trend is com- 
plicated by speculation, as was the 
case two years ago, when rubber 
went over $1.20 a pound. If is freely 
predicted, however, in well-informed 
circles, that the price will soon reach 
and pass 50 cents, even without the 
complicating tactics of speculators. 

“As preparations are being made 
to produce millions more tires in 
1928 than ever before, a few cents 
a pound difference in rubber costs is 

und to have a vital influence on 
ne-costs and, finally, their selling 
price. 

“It is reliably reported one Akron 
plant expects to make 60,000 tires 
a day in 1928, while another made 
40,000 on a recent test day with a 
view to producing on that basis in 
the new year. If all manufacturers 
are planning to expand in the same 
Way it will not be strange if Ameri- 
can tire factories turn out 60,000,000 
tires in 1928. We ourselves are 
Steadily increasing production, and 
extensions to our factory will in- 
crease our facilities.”
